The kind of stamps we condemned were de- 
scribed, at least we tried to make it clear how terrible they were 
and we do not know of any dealers who sell such, but in the in- 
gtance we mention, it is evident that some one did sell them. 

We have been submitted envelopes full of stamps that have 
come from mixtures which people complain about and our only 
words can be that when you buy a mixture you are getting a pig 
in a poke in many cases. There is however no justification for any- 
one complaining about such things, for you do not - have to buy 
them. We have bought many ourselves and have found some worth 





while things in them. We have seen a lot of trash in them that we, 
would not buy singly. The principle fault probably is that too many | 


people buy a mixture for a dollar or two and expect to find four or 
five dollars worth of first class stamps in them. Well, stamps are 
just not sold that way and if you want to persist in buying that

spend your money for single good stamps. Trouble is that too many 
collectors still think they can buy a $5.00 stamp for 50c. 


YOU CAN THANK THE ‘POSTMASTER GENERAL 

Many weeks ago the World Peace Conference was announced 
to be held at San Francisco on April 25th. If we were living under 
the Russian Government or the French or perhaps German Govern- 
ment we would have known immediately that we could depend on 
having a special stamp or set of stamps for that occasion. Not that 
we want to live under any of the forementioned governments, but 
why can we in this country not have as good support from our Gov- 
ernment as is given stamp collectors in the countries mentioned. 
Our Postmaster General knew of this coming conference. The Pos- 
tal Laws and regulations carry provisions under which he could 
of his own will announce and issue a stamp or stamps for the oc- 
casion but we get that announcement at a date so late, April 10th, 
that none of the stamp publications can carry advertising of any 
eover dealers who are the chief source of supply for collectors who 
want such covers. 

The announcement came too late for our issue of the 12th and 
is now made in this issue of the 19th, six days before the date of 
issue of the new stamp and a great part of the copies of our paper 
carrying this news will not reach readers in time to permit them to 
even .send direct to California for this new stamp. This makes it 
necessary for dealers to buy and acquire large surplus stocks which 
they may if they choose, offer at excessively higher prices. 

For an event of such world importance, a stamp should have 
been announced two or three weeks ago at the latest. 

You collectors can partly blame yourselves however for sup- 
porting stamp publications which are afraid to speak up and de- 
mand a square deal for your rights in such cases. Some stamp edi- 
tors are more concerned in getting their picture taken at a confer- 
ence with Washington officials than in demanding recognition for 
the collector public. Just so long as you collectors want to put up 
with that sort of support and leave it to us to do all the fighting for 
you, you will probably be up against other such situations in the 
future. You ought to write a nice letter of thanks to our Postmaster 
General for his thoughtfulness in forgetting to announce this stamp 
until the last minute. He might appreciate your letter.

‘The doors were opened for the 
show on Saturday morning and 
very good attendance. The room 
was of a size that kept the crowd 
pretty well together and the 
bourse tables were well patron- 
ized, some good sales being re- 
ported by various dealers. 

The program gives a list of 23 
different dealers who were as- 
signed tables at the bourse and 
we attempted to have a_ word 
with all of them but fear that we 
i|missed one or two since we have 
jhad the opportunity to scan the 
list more thoroughly. 

In the exhibition which was 
limited to 40 frames, we found 
several exceptional displays. Each 
of the 40 frames held 16 pages, so 
in all there were approximately 
840 pages which makes a_ nice 
show in any number of frames. 

Assisting in the Judging was 
Mr. E. H. Smith of Ann Arbor 
and an old timer whom we have 
held as a friend for about forty 
years, Mr. Fred R. Schmalzriedt 
of Detroit. We learned that Fred 
had disposed of his fine U. S. 
collection many years ago and 
has since been gathering Michi- 
gan covers of which he has some 
30 odd volumes, five of which are 
devoted to Detroit alone. The 
Schmalzriedts have two sons in 
the service and both were to be 
at home the week end, so Fred 
had to excuse himself after the 
judging as there was’a family re- 


the children. 

Twenty exhibitors showed 
stamps and covers, about 9 were 
showings of single frames while 
the others ran from two to five 
frames each. In judging, each 
judge viewed the frames by him- 
self and marked points on cards 
provided for that purpose. Fol- 
lowing this judging, the judges 
met together and compared notes 
and discussed some of the ex- 
hibits after which the cards were 
turned over to the Exhibition 
Committee who totaled the Score 
as set down by each judge and 
added them up and thus deter- 
mined the winners. The race was 
close for the top points and na- 
turally there would be some dif- 
ferences in the scoring as given 
by each judge, but the 
thing worked out as the Judges 
had decided in their meeting fol- 
lowing their work. 

In scoring, the cards provided 
for a definite number of points to 
j}be allowed for Philatelic Know- 
jledge, Completeness, Arrange- 
{ment and Condition. Each judge 
| scored as many points as he con- 
|sidered suitable for each classifi- 
| cation and if all were perfect the 
| score would be 100. 
| No exhibit scored 100 but the 
| top ones were all in the 90’s while 
the lowest scores were as low 2s 
50 points in all. 

We would believe in an exhibi-
